await two days' rain on the veldt be- 
fore beginning hostilities They are 
determined on war and consider they 
can expect nothing else, from the last 
dispatch, and are prepared to face 
the consequences."

SURRENDER OF GUERIN. 


GUARDING THE TOMB. 


New York, Sept. 20.—The Vander- 


bilt mausoleum at New Dorp is dou- 
bly guarded night and day since Cor 
nelius Vanderbilt's burial. 
There 


have always, at all hours, been twc 
men watching the tomb. Now the 
four guards, effectively armed, are 
stationed where they can see the 
tomb and all who approach it without 
being seen themselves. They are re- 
lieved at regular intervals, in such 
a manner as not to excite attention. 
In addition a gardener works at a 
seemingly endless Job in the space 
around the sepulcher. The regular 
guardians of the cemetery scout the 
dea that any extra guard is neces- 
sary, even for the body of a Vander- 
bilt Just entombed. 
They point to 


the solidity of the walls and tell of 
>urglar-proof doors of steel and 
stone. "It would take dynamite te 
get in there," they say. "If dyna- 
mite should be used we are always 
near enough to hear it." The Van- 
derbilt family or its agents hold a 
different view. Should some lawless 
relic hunters try to chip off a bit of 
stone from the dwelling of the dead 
he would be challenged by a sentry 
who seemed to come from nowhere.

Paris, Sept. 20.—The streets ad- 


joining the Rue De Chabrol early 
this morning when the demonstra- 
tion was made that resulted in the 
surrender of M. Guerin, resembled 
the yard of a cavalry barracks. 


One narrow lane was completely 


filled by a detachment of municipal 
horse guards, the horses closely 
packed side by side from one end of 
the lane to the other. Carbines were 
slung from the saddles, while the 
troopers stood at the heads of the 
Horses, holding bridles. 


The municipal guards belong (to

View was presented.

flame of the gas lamps attached to

This imposing force of cavalry was 


Intended to cope with any movement 
of the mob to interfere with the po- 
lice arrangements or attempt to res- 
cue M. Guerin.

to make up his mind, declaring that

The first international coun- 
cil of Congregationalism was helu 
n London, July, 1891. The delc- 
ates have been arriving from most 
listant points for several weeks, and 
arge delegations arrived yesterday 
ind today. The Temple is decorated 
hroughout by the intermingling of 
.he stars and stripes and the union 
Jack. 


The full number of possible dele- 


gates was 600 and it is anticipated 
hat more than two thousand wil! be 
in attendance by tomorrow. About 
thirty of the delegates are women, 
hree of whom are assigned for ad- 
Iresses bearing on woman's religious 
and missionary work. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 


The council was called to order by 


5. B. Capen, of Boston, chairman of 
the committee on arrangements, who 
delivered an address of welcome. 


During his address Mr. Capen said: 
"We welcome you to a renewal of 


:he old fellowships and to a discus- 
sion of the great problems that con- 
front the nation. 
Together we will 


kindle anew the missionary spirit, 
and do what we may to lift the cross 
of Clnist a little higher. 


We have more faith than ever in 


the system which was born in th* 
cabin of the Mayflower, the germ of 
a free church and a free state. While 
we have abated not one whit of our 
belief in the independence of the 
local church, we have ourselves been 
coming closer together as a denomi- 
nation in our work. 


"We are told that America little 


realized the silent revolution that 
has taken place in England, bring- 
ing that nation into fuller sympathy 
with the democratic institutions of 
America. We, on our part, have been 
appreciating more and more that we 
have a common literature and to a 
large extent a common ancestry. To- 
gether we believe not only in relig- 
ious liberty and humanity and in the 
benefit of self-government, but also 
that the gospel of the Son of God is 
the only power to redeem the na- 
tions." 


The report of American Secretary 


Rev. H. A. Hazen, of Boston, was 
then presented. 


This evening there will be ad-

One of the most interesting features 
of his collection of pictures will be 
an old toll gate, a stretch of old 
plank road and a'sight of the bot- 
tomless bogs over which turnpikes 
now rpread.

wooden bridges, the old miller going 
to market on his horse, which sank 
belly-deep many times. 
He will 


show how—less than a half century 
ago—doctors had to carry saddlebags 
and the mail was transported on 
horseback for the reason that that 
was the only way of reaching points 
located in bogs. 
With 
these pic- 


tures as an introduction he can show 
some stretches of Indiana's 50,000 
miles of giaded and gravel highway 
and 8.683 miles of pike, which will 
compare favorably with the roads 
of south°rn France and Italy and 
excel those of some European coun- 
tries. 


GOOD ROADS EVERYWHERE. 
The whole central section of Indi- 


ana is now covered by a network of i 
free pikes and graded gravel roads, i 
The farmers can reach their markets i 
nny season of the year.

Indiana has made wonderful strides' 
in the last few years in building• 
graded and gravel roads. 
The east- 


ern section is practically free of poor 
roads. In Wayne county alone there 
are over 850 miles of as good roads 
as can be found in the Mississippi 
section. 
The most notable pike in 


the nation—the great National road 
running 
from Washington 
to St. 


Louis—passes the entire width of the 
state and divides the Hoosier com- 
munity into two equal parts. 
It is 


apropos that the display be made in 
1900, for it maiks the close of about 
100 years of Indiana's development, 
in which loads have been the great- 
est factor. 


When the first settlers came to In- 


diana a century ago they settled in 
the foothills along the Ohio for the 
reason that the country north of that 
was impassable.

They began by mak- 
ing corduroy roads—a roadbed of 
saplings.

the trees into heavy boards, throw 
them on sills and fasten them sc 
curely. 
While these plank roads 


lasted they were good, but they were 
found to be defective because of thei*- 
short life. 
Gravel had been found 


in the meantime and the building of 
gravel roads began.

the highways over to "road com- 
panies" and they inaugurated 
the 


toll-road system. 
The state recently 


passed laws which enabled the coun- 
ties to purchase these toll systems 
and today there are less than 200, of 
a totnl of 50,000, of Indiana's graded 
and gravel roads that are under levy 
of toll gates.

ROADS IN LAKE COUNTY. 


In connection with Indiana roads. 


Lake county, lying adjacent to Chi- j 


j cago, is making some experiments | 
this summer which will attract the 
attention of scientific road-builders. 
In their construction drain tile is 
made one of the most important of 
the materials. 
The county is build- 


ing 125 miles of these 
highways. 


The Brownell Construction company, 
of Chicago, has 
the contract 
foi 


$175,000. which is $1,400 a mile. 
They are probably the only roads of 
the kind in the world. They have a 
thirty-eight feet right of way. 
The 


road proper, however, is but twelve 
feet wide. Three feet under the reg7 
ular grade and nine feet each side 
of the center of the road are run two 
lines of seven-inch drain tile. Over I 
them the road proper is built. 
The 
i 


road proper is twelve feet in width j 
and is boxed. There is a foot of 
crushed stone in this boxed section 
and on top of it a three-inch surfac- 
ing of screenings, which, in fact, 
makes a macadamized road. 
Round-1 


ed from the ditches at the extreme 
of the right of way is a bank of clay, 
well banked to the screenings. 
The 


clay is baked by the sun. 
It joins 


the screenings flush, thus making a 
widened roadbed of probably eight- 
een feet. 
The grade is well pitched, 


so all water drains readily to the 
ditchc-s. All that goes down through 
the macadam is carried away by the 
tile and the tile also serve to keep 
the 
surfacing dry 
and compact. 


Should the ditches fail to carry off 
the water it also drains to the tile. 
It is claimed this will make a road 
that will stand and will be a great 
step toward perfection. These roads 
will join those of Cook county, Illi- 
nois, and will form the connecting 
link between Indiana and Chicago.

INDIANA CROP REPORT. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 20.—The week- 


ly crop bulletin for Indiana issued to- 
day says in part: 


"No rain fell. 
The nights were 


quite cool and light, harmless frost 
formed i:\ localities of the northern 
portion on the 13th, 14th and 15th. 
Corn matured rapidly, cutting con- 
tinued and most of the crop is in 
shock. Late planted corn dried pre- 
r.iaturely, but the yield in general 
promises to be large. A fair crop of 
tobacco is housed 
untjr favorable 


conditions. Clover huMing has near- 
ly neded. In general the yield is 
light. 
A fair bean crop is 
being 


gathered. 
The prospects for a good 


potato crop have been lessened by 
the dry weather; the sweet potato 
is poor. Rye is not 
doing 
well. 


There is a good apple crop in some 
orchards, especially in the northern 
portion, and much cider being made. 
Fall plowing is not all done, the 
ground being too hard and dry, and 
but little wheat has been sown. On 
many farms live stock is being fed 
as in winter and many farmers are 
hauling water."

When 
all states pass similar laws the rates 
of fare for the general public can and 
will be reduced.''

;ates have been arriving from most 
istant points for several weeks, and 
arge delegations arrived yesterday 
nd today. The Temple is decorated 
hroughout by the intermingling of 
he stars and stripes and the union 
tick. 
The full number of possible dele- 


gates was 600 and it is anticipated 
hat more than two thousand will be 
n attendance by tomorrow. About 
hirty of the delegates are women, 
hree of whom are assigned for ad- 
dresses bearing on woman's religious 
and missionary work. 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 


The council was called to order by 


S. B. Capen. of Boston, chairman of 
he committee on arrangements, who 
ielivered an address of welcome. 
During his address Mr. Capen said: 
"We welcome you to a renewal of 
he old fellowships and to a discus- 
sion of the great problems that con- 
front the nation. Together we will 
clndle anew the missionary spirit, 
and do wliat we may to lift the cross 
of Christ a little higher. 


"We have more faith than ever in 


the system which was born in the 
cabin of the Mayflower, the germ of 
a free church and a free state. While 
we linve abated not one whit of our 
belief In the Independence of the 
ocal church, we have ourselves been 
coming closer together as a denomi- 
nation in our work. 


"We are told that America little 


realized the silent revolution that 
ins taken place in England, bring- 
ing that nation into fuller sympathy 
with the democratic institutions of 
America. We, on our part, have been 
appreciating more and more that we 
have a common literature and to a 
large extent a common ancestry. To- 
gether we believe not only in relig- 
ious liberty and humanity and in the 
benefit of self-government, but also 
that the gospel of the Son of God is 
the only power to redeem the na- 
tions."

OLD PLANK ROADS. 


The men who laid the foundation 


for Indiana by blazing their way 
through forests and brambles, who 
felled logs across the streams and 
made the first temporary crossings, 
who pushed their horses to bogs and 
then threw brush over the deepest 
holes that their animals might not 
sink beyond the control of their legs, 
had little to work with whi!° they 
were laying the foundation. 
That, 


however, for the most port, was n 
great deal less than a century ago. 
After making these first blazings. 
bridges and foundations, they found 
that they must have more permanen* 
roads and this necessity was the 
mother of the old plank road rnglm?. 
The most plentiful thing in Indiana 
then was trees. They began by mak- 
ing corduroy roads—a roadbed of 
saplings. 
They then began to saw 


the trees into heavy boards, throw 
them on sills and fasten them se- 
curely. 
While these plank 
roads 


lasted they were good, but they were 
found to be defective because of their 
short life. 
Gravel had been found 


the meantime and the building of 


gravel roads began. 
Finding this 


load too great the land-owners turned 
the highways over to "road com- 
panics" and they inaugurated the • 
oil-road system. The state recently 
passed laws which enabled the coun- 
ties to purchase these toll systems 
and today there are less than 200, of 
a totnl of 50,000, of Indiana's graded 
ind gravel roads that are under levy j 
of toll gates. 
A fraction over 107 


of these 200 miles are in one county 
—Fountain. 
The toll gate in Indi- 


ana, except in this one county and a 
few communities, is a faint outline of 
the past.

Indiana has made wonderful stridos 
in the last few years in building 
graded and gravel roads. 
The east- 


ern section is practically free of poor 
roads. In Wayne county alone there 
are over 850 miles of as good ronds 
as can be found in the Mississippi 
section. 
The most notable pike in 


the nation—the great National road 
running 
from Washington to St. 


Louis—passes the entire width of the 
state and divides the Hoosier com- 
munity into two equal parts. It is 
apropos th.it the display be made i 
1900. for it marks the close of about 
100 years of Indiana's development, 
in which ronds have been the great- 
est factor.

In their construction drain tile is 
made one of the most important of 
the materials. 
The county is build- 


ing 125 miles of these highways. 
The Browne!! Construction company, 
of Chicago, has the contract 
for 


$175,000. which is $1,400 a mile. 
They are probably the only roads of 
the kind hi the world. They hove a 
thirty-eight feet right of way. 
The 


road proper, however, is but twelve 
feet wide. Three feet under the reg 
ular grnde and nine feet each sid- 
of the center of the road are run two 
lines of seven-inch drain tile. Ov 
them the road proper is built. The 
road proper is twelve feet In widtl 
and is- boxed. There is a foot 
crushed stone in this boxed section 
and on top of it a three-inch surfac 
ing of screenings, which, in 
fact 


makes a macadamized road. Hound 
ed from the ditches at the extreme 
of the right of way is a bank of clay 
well banked to the screenings. 
The 


clay is baked by the sun. It joins 
the screenings flush, thus making a 
widened roadbed of probably eight- 
een feet. 
The grade is well pitched, 


so all water drains readily to the 
ditches. All that goes down through 
the macadam is carried away by the 
tile and the tile also serve to keep 
the surfacing dry 
and 
compact. 


Should the ditches fail to carry off 
the water it also drains to the tile. 
It is claimed this will make a road 
that will stand and will be a great 
step toward perfection. These roads 
will join those of Cook county, Illi- 
nois, and will form the connecting 
link between Indiana and Chicago.
